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Arrest of Two Canadian Mail Robbers. 

Ebenexe: B. Young, son of the Rev, Jo- 
seph Young, Upper Canada, was employed 
for a few weeks previous to the committal 
of the crime with which ho is now charged, 
as clerk in the Seneca (Caledonia) l'osl 
'dliiee. It appears, however, thai fiequent 
complaints had heen made to Mr. Little, 
•the postmaster, of Young's remissness 01 
incompetency in ihe performance of his 
duties, and on the 1 1th of May Inst, he was 
discharged horn his situation. On thai day 
Young received the mail from Hamilton, 
which contained a certain registered letter 
addressed to VVm. Steyons, York, covering 
an inelosure of S$50, and which letter was 
forwarded by Messrs. Iloyd nod Kerr, lum- 
ber dealers', of Toronto. The register ol Ihe 
Postsoffica .-hows the letter to have heen 
received by Young, w ho also made up and 
dispatched the mail for York, about foui 
o'clock the same afternoon. The bill ma le 
.out by Young foi York, contained no men- 
tion of the letter to Stevens, and was never 
received by that individual. Young hay- 
ing received his dismissal, left Caledonia 
the same evening by the tram West, and 
eame to Branlford, where it would appear 
he enjoyed him-olf for some days to ll con- 
si Jeralde extent w ith a lew ol his friend 
He visited saloon^, treated liberally, hired 
horses and buggies, ostentatiously displayed 
large -inns ol money, and finally took his 
departure, as he said, for California. In the 
meantime. Stevens wrote to his correspon- 
dents in Toronto, appiising litem ol the non- 
arrival of the letter containing Ihe >'J.".U. 
Inquiries were at once set on loot by Gilbert 
Grilfin, Esq., Post office Inspector, and sus- 
picion was at once fastened on Young. It 
was then ascertained thai he had caused lu 
be changed hem I wo $1 00 bills, as well as 
a Sot) bill, the denomination of the bills lost. 
The ne o.ssaiy papers were at once made 
out, and the county constable was di-- 
patcljed in pursuit o! the culprit. Mr. H 
Hazlohursl (county constable) found traces 
ol luni in Toronto, shortly altei he arrived 
in that city, where he soon discovered that 
Young had passed some days, ami had suc- 
ceeded in gelling lid of all bis money in a 
house ot bad repute. Me was finally traced 
to Portland.

(J. Telegraph Com- 
pany." The letter had an American len- 
coul stamp upon it, which the negro said 
was his only object in taking it : he intend- 
ed to remove the stamp lor future use. 
Officer Tort was at once called in, and he 
was at once committed to his custody. By 
the Canadian laws litis is made a crime of 
very great magnitude, and is punishable by 
imprisonment at hard labor for lilu in the 
Provincial Penitentiary. There is scarcely 
a doubt thai Clarke has been carrying on 
his plundering operations at that ollice ever 
since his first connection with it, which 
readily accounts for his rapid acquisition oi 
property, as well a.s for ihe many losses that 
have heen sustained in the transmission of 
money between this and other Western 
Stales ami Canada by the mails, all of w hich 
are overhauled and distributed at the Wind- 
sor ollice. His depredations must amount 
to thousands of dollars. A full examination 
may disclose facts that will serve to estimate 
the extent. — Detroit Free Press, June 3d.

New Steamers. 
It is a good old proverb which says 
"competition is the life of trade." The 
great cause of the scarcity and high price 
of provisons in the upper country has ever 
been a want of competition in the carrying 
business on that great attery of British Co- 
lumbia— Frasor River. We are pleased to 
note that through the enterprise and activity 
of several prominent merchants and capi- 
talists of our own and sister colony, a 
change is about to be wrought that may, il 
the energies be properly directed, cause a 
complete revolution in the prices now 
charged for freight by the rivet steamers, 
and add to ill G general prosperity of both 
colonies. No less than three steamers are 
projected, or are in course of construction 
at Laurel I'oint, and Major Hay. Each of 
those steamers will be capable of carying 
a large freight, and will also be filled up in 
a superior sly lu with cabins, staterooms, 
and saloons, for ihe accommodation of pas- 
sengers. 

One of these boats is under construction 
for Capl. Moore, of the steamer Henrietta. 
Her length will bo !)2 feet; lT'-i feet beam.: 
4« feet hold. She will contain a very pow- 
erful engine, with a 12-inch cylinder anil :i 
feet stroke, which will give her immense 
power, and, as is asserted, enable her to 
stem the swiflesl water between Vale and 
Hope. She will be a stern- A'heel, and very 
light draught. Capt. Moore expresses his 
intention to run her to Vale regularly, or 
i: collapse." 

The Vale Steam Navigation Company 
have gone to work in earnest, and have by 
this time, no doubt, given out the contract 
for building their contemplated boat, The 
capital stock of the co : pany is 815,000, 
divided into I50 -hares. The boat is to be 
a stern-wheel 100 feet long, 22 feet beam. 
I feet depth of hold, and capable of carry- 
ing 36 tons freight. The engine will have 
14-inch cylinder and a four licit slioke: 1 1.0 
wheel will be lo' feet in diameter, contain- 
ing 16 float-boards, each of which will bo 
14 feci Ion- and 14 niche, broad. The boat 
will contain t'.iee water and air-tight Com 
p.utments. A lowing-postfor towing barges, 
will lm erected, and il successful in reach- 
ing Vale, there is no doubt but plenty of 
fieight will always bo furnished to k -ep her 
on the route regularly. 

The keel of the third boat was laid last 
week. She is owned hy('ha-. T. Millard, 

late a merchant of this town. Her length 
is 95 feel : beam is feet ; depth of hold -I 
feet; and will carry 50 Ions of freight. He. 
engines will nave L2 inch <-\ lindors and 32 
feet stroke. She will be fitted with 2 spa- 
cious cabins and saloon.-, ami 3 water and 
ail tight compartments. The estimated 
cost is S15 OOD. This boat, with the uthn 
is to be run to Yah — and through the Can- 
ons — if possible ! 

The construotion of these vessels will 
prove a great boon to the miners and busi- 
ness men of lirilish Columbia, and il the 
boats can be rill, to Fort Vale, will make 

that point the head of navigation on Prasei 
River. Wo w ish ihe enterprising proprie- 
tors every success.

The dsn ok Piracy.— A couple of 
weeks since, the I'mt Townsend Register 
alluded to two cases of piracy, which wore 
alleged to have occurred near Seattle, about 
eighteen months ago. It was said that the 
schooners Blue Wing and Helen Maria 
sailed from Olymp.a in Ihe month of Janu- 
ary, 1859, since which time nothing had 
been heard of them. For a hmg time, it 
was thought that the vessels had both hem 
lost during a gale ; but a short time since 
an Indian woman called upon Chief ol 
Police Bayley, and complained that a Hy- 
dah, named "Jim," had ill-treated her; and 
in revenge, staled that she know something 
about him, which if told, would cost him 
his head. Alter being rigidly questioned, 
ihe squaw finally said that ''Jim" had, in 
company with several others, about a year 
and-a-htilf ago, captured a Boston schooner, 
near Seattle, ami after murdering the crew, 
robbed the vessel, and burned he. to the 
wate.'s edge. Diligent search has been 
made for " Jim" ever since, until Friday 
last, when bo was found and conveyed to 
jail. On Saturday morning, ihe case was 
called in the Police Court; but Judge Pern- 
berton staled he had no jurisdiction in the 
matter, unless a requisition were made, 
under ihe Extradition Treaty, by the Ame- 
rican authorities. :i Jim' : is accordingly at 
large again. Our American neighbors 
should stir themselves, and procure a requi- 
sition bom the acting Governor of Wash- 
ington Territory at once ; otherwise the 
scamp may succeed in making good his 

escape. 

LIGHTNING.— During the thunder-storm 
last week, a large oak tree on the farm of 
Mr. George Deans, about three miles from 
towc, was struck by lightning.

We have received 
the China Chronicle to the 8;h instant A 
body of Chinese robbers, in at temp', ins; to 
rob au opium store, .May 29th, killed two 
policemen. Their designs were frustrated, 
but they were not caught. 

The Sea Nymph brings 193 Chinese pas- 
sengers, 1100 mats No. 1 Rice, and 600 mats 
China Sugar. 

The British ship Senator, from Liverpool, 
with a cargo of railroad iron, was aban- 
doned at sea on the 4th of Juno. The crew 
were taken off by a Norwegian brig. 

Cargo to the value of four thousand dol- 
lars has been saved from the wreck of the 
American ship Intrepid, by the steamer 
Shannon ; the remaining portion of the silk 
and crape goods was completely damaged. 

A horde of pirates have been broken up 
by British gun-boats near Chusan, and 15 of 
•them killed. 

The civil war in China continues with a 
ferocity unequalled heretofore. The rebels 
take a town, sack it, and withdraw to some 
other point ; t;>e Imperialist forces then come 
along and punish the inhabitants for allow- 
ing the rebels to enter. 

The steamer Resni was lost on the coast 
of Japan, on the 19th April.

From the River. 

The steamer Wilson G. Hunt airived 
from New Westminster on Saturday even- 
in" last. Bnllou's Express had about SS000 
in dust. The New Westminster Times has 
the following : 

Another train had arrived at Hopo from 
the Semilkameen, reporting gold to be 
found on all the tributaries of the Okinakin, 
Rock Creek, Keltic River, and Semilka- 
meen, in paying quantities! Upwards of 
•2U0 miners were at work on these localities 
and all doing well. The train returned 
with supplies. The body of a Chinaman 
was found Smiles above Boston Bar. Three 
holes were discovered in his shirt, appar- 
ently, as if make by bullets. Several 
Chinamen took the body and buried it. Ac- 
counts had arrived at Quesnelle from the 
Cariboo diggings. The prospecting parties 
were gradually discovering payable claims, 
and the greatest confidence existed among 
the niineis. The trail iron) Heaver Lake 
to the Cariboo— about forty-live miles in 
icngtht— is just completed, ami is said to 
contain in numerous places excellent feed 
for cattle. At llervey's deck on these 
diggings, a miner, while his companions 
were sawing lumber, panned nut in one day 
as much as S70, At a creek on the north 
fork, three miles above the forks of Ques- 
nelle, between 80 and 100 miners weie at 
work. The average yield from this creek 
according to the .statements of the inineis 
themselves was from $8 to Sin a day. A 
great deal of inconvenience is experienced 
at Quesnelle from the great want of nails. 
Every description of work requiring these 
useful articles is consequently at a stand- 
still. Great excitement prevailed at Alex- 
ander in consequence of news that had just 
been received from Quesnelle to the effect 
that on the Fraser, about three miles below 
the mouth of Quesnelle river, miners were 
taking out as high as 15 ounces a day to the 
man. Several miners had returned from 
the Semilkameen for provisions. One sta- 
ted that he had made 88o in three days. 
On the whole the mining news is favorable 
although there is still a number of miners 
in the upper country w ho do not seem to be 
very prosperous. Great hopes are enter- 
tained, however, now that tho river is fall- 
ing.
